Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed September 6, 2006, with respect to 
claims 1-5, 10-17, 22-24, 55 and 66 have been fully considered and are persuasive.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25, 27-38, 40-42, 44-54, and 56-65 are allowed.
